PHASE I of a four phase plan for th e upgrading of 
the Business District was given to the City Council and 
General Public last Tuesday evening by John Andre 
Gougeon who was commissioned by the Council to do 
the work. The upper part of the photo represents high- 
rise apartments. Kersting Court would be closed with 
an Arcade shopping center behind the buildings of 
that area. No parking would be on S.M. Blvd. except 


in the alcoves of the raised strip shown in the center. 
New business building would replace City Hall and all 
service types of business would be removed from the 
area and located on Montecito. Phase II will deal with 
store fronts, signs, materials ocnd will be presented very 
shortly. Some "would be" experts estimate the expendi¬ 
ture of the project at $15-million.

In the nineteenth century 
when English tourists went 
to Italy, they missed their 
Trifle, so the Italian cooks 
tried to please them but 
soaked the cake with sweet 
rum instead of sherry and 
used so much, rum that they 
referred to the cake as 
soup. This became known as 
“Zuppa Inglese” or Italian 
Rum C.ake. This cake was 
also frosted with chocolate 
frosting and garnished with 
glace cherries which had 
been soaked in gum. This 
is very much like what we 
call today Boston Cream 
Pie. 

King Stanislaus II of Po¬ 
land lost his throne when 
Poland was partitioned in 
1766. He promptly journeyed' 
to Paris, where he was set 
up in style in a chateau in 
the suburbs. There he in¬ 
dulged in his favorite pas¬ 
time — cooking. One day as 
an experiment he made a 
“guglhupf” batter, but pour¬ 
ed it into individhial molds, 
and when the cakes were 
baked, soaked them while 
still warm with boiling-hot 
rum syrup. H e named his 
creation “Ali Baba.” Today 
we know this delight as 
‘‘Baba au Rhum.” 

Poundcakes are of British 
origin, and were named this 
as all the ingredients were 
measured by the pound'.

Later these same cakes 
were measured by the cup 
and called cupcakes. 

The Stack Cake is identi¬ 
fied with Smokey Mountain 
region, where the principal 
sweetening ingredient is 
molasses. This cake resem¬ 
bles gingerbread, with ap¬ 
plesauce between th layers. 

A cake named for General 
Robert E. Lee was made by 
his wif e an, cfc became popu¬ 
lar in the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury. This cake was made 
from eight eggs, flavored' 
with the grated rind and 
juice of a lemon and had a 
filling made with 6 egg 
yolks, th e grated rind of 
two lemons, the juice of 
four lemons and iced with 
a lemon and orange frost¬ 
ing. 

A cake called the Hart¬ 
ford' Election Cake was 
made in 1830 and was one 
of the finest foods to be 
identified with American 
politics. This cake was more 
like what we would call a 
coffee cake, as it was made 
with a potato, yeast, and 
allowed to rise, then knead¬ 
ed, allowed' to rise again, 
the ,ty a mixture of brown 
sugar, eggs, sherry, raisins, 
cinnamon, cloves, allspice, 
mace and nutmeg was 
stirred into the dough and 
was allowed to rise again 
before Daking. This cake 
was covered' with an icing 
made with milk, sugar, and 
butter and cooked to the 
soft-ball stage. 

A cake called “Lil’s Spice 
Cake” comes from the Can¬ 
adian Northwest. It seems 
that two farmers, Oscar and' 
his neighbor Amiund, were 
feud ins? because Oscar’s cat- 


late Martin Luther King Jr, 
won a Nobel Peace Prize, 
hut he worked alongside 
men with histories of com¬ 
munist involvement. More 
than that, Rev. King was a 
bitter foe of the United 
States and' severely con¬ 
demned its anti-communist 
struggle in Vietnam. 

Sad to say, many Ameri¬ 
cans .hav e a blind spot on 
the subject of security. Bait 
President Nixon is one man 
who should know that se¬ 
curity is a vital require¬ 
ment of every government 
agency. The United States 
is a target of the com¬ 
munist regimes, and they 
never miss an opportunity 
to plant an agent inside the 
government. 

Furthermore, Mr. Nixon 
should know, as well as 
anyone, that government 
employment is not a right. 
It is a privilege reserved for 
those who can be trusted to 
do the public's business. 
Whether an' individual can 
be trusted should' be very 
carefully determined. Se¬ 
curity checks actually 
should be government-wide, 
and not simply be the func¬ 
tion of a department. It 
should be borne in' mind 
that the State Department, 
which became infested with 
peope of questionable trust¬ 
worthiness, wanted to ex¬ 
clude the FBI and other se¬ 
curity agencies from the 
evaluation process. 

The HEW decision sets a 
bad precedent, especially 
for an administration whose 
supporters expected it to be 
security-minded. The people 
who voted for Mr. Nixon 
trusted him to rid' the gov- 
crnmpnt service of radicals.

I recently heard a security agency investigator read 
a report titled “Berkeley, Red Revolutionary Center of the 
Western World.” This report listed hundreds 
and events to establish the title conclusion, and for me 
it contained enough documentation to be most convincing.
